w atched w hat the p resid en t ate and 
w hat he d ra n k and generally s u p e r­ 
vised his diet. 
O ne s ta te m e n t which he m ade in 
ton es not loud enough for th e plaintiff 
to h e ar caused the latte r to sm ile a p ­ 
preciably and to glan ce sharp ly at th-*

ercise and his immense capacity for 
work could not exist in the person of 
a drunkard, as the alleged libelous 
editorial in the Iron Ore charged.

H e hovered over the president like 
an anxious mother over her infant; he 
visited him every morning and crept 
upon him in the dark and at all kinds 
of unexpected hours to see that the 
chief executive of the nation was not 
taking chances with his health.

watched what the president ate and 
what he drank and generally super­ 
vised his diet. 
One statem ent which he made In 
tones not loud enough for the plaintiff 
to hear caused the latter to smile ap­ 
preciably and to glance sharply at the 
ju ry to observe if they heard it. That 
was when the witness said: "In the 
seven and a half years I was at the 
W h ite house with Colonel Roosevelt 
he could not have got drunk without 
m y knowing it.”

State Board of Control Wants Repre­ 
sentatives in Crow Wing 
County 
The state Ward of parole has been 
engaged for some time in organizing 
a Prisoners' Aid society, for the state 
of Minnesota. 
The Initial steps were 
taken last winter, when letters were 
addressed to every member of the leg­ 
islature asking for suitable men in 
every legislative dis1 r i d who would 
volunteer to act as members of this 
society. 
The work has 
now 
pro­ 
gressed so far as to Ive nearly ready 
to be put into operation. 
Dr. S. G. 
Smith, who has had charge of or­ 
ganizing the work of this department, 
in speaking of it yesterday, said: 
“ We are extremely anxious to have 
representatives in every county of the 
state, but they must be men of re­ 
s p o n s ib ly and particularly of the 
right temperament. 
The 
men 
on 
parole often need the friendly coun­ 
sel of a mau who understands human 
nature and especially of a man who 
believes 
in human 
nature. 
Large 
numbers of these prisoners are not 
bad men at heart, but, by reason of 
unfortunate circumstances 
or 
bad 
habits, have fallen into crime. 
A lit­ 
tle volunteer sympathy and wisdom 
will often keep them in the right 
path. 
It is impossible for the paid 
agents of the s ate to visit the man 
as frequently as is desirable, and, be- 
sideS, there is a certain work. that 
can be done by volunteer service that 
can never be done by any paid agency 
whatsoever. 
“About fifty counties have already 
furnished volunteers. 
It Is desirable 
that every county In the state be cov­ 
ered. 
It is not anticipated that any 
volunteer agent will have more than 
one man whom he is supposed to be­ 
friend, nor is it expected that he will 
.be the employer of the man, but rath­ 
er that he will meet him on human 
grounds and assist if there is any dif­ 
ficulty between the man and his em­ 
ployer or lf there is any danger in his 
moral surroundings. 
It 
is not 
a 
heavy burden, and should engage the 
best efforts of the best citizens. 
The* 
state board of parole will be extreme­ 
ly glad if men in the various coun­ 
ties who are walling to serve in this 
capacity will report to their own 
■members of the legislature and have 
their names sent in to the board of 
parole. 
The board will then com­ 
municate with the individuals, giving 
them directions as to what is expec­ 
ted of them. 
“ The indeterminate sentence and 
the parole law' can be made tenfold 
more useful by the thorough organiz­ 
ation of the Prisoners’ Aid society, 
which shall reach every man who is 
out and which shall cover every coun­ 
ty in the state.’’
